SCHOOL AERO 


During the past year the board has employed fourteen 
different teachers, having eight schools in the summer and 
fall and nine in the winter. ‘There have been 241 1-2 weeks 
of school, and the whole number of pupils enrolled is 210 ; 
seven of these are non-residens. The schools have been 
visited twice each term by the visiting committee with the 
exception of those which were closed prematurely on ac- 
count of sickness. The board has endeavored to secure 
competent teachers, and the schools have been successful 
in nearly every case, and good progress has been made. 

A brief glance at each school will, perhaps, be the most 
satisfactory way in which to present our report. The 
schools with the largest number of pupils have been the 
best ones, not because the teachers are better. but because 
it is impossible for any teacher to awaken that enthusiasm 
or accomplish as much in a small school as in a school with 
a laiger number of. pupils where the zeal is stimulated and 
the interest increased. There is enthusiasm in numbers.

There have been three different teachers in the Upper 
Street school. M’ss Bean taught the summer, Miss Buck 
the fall, and Miss Crosby the winter term, and the scholars 
made good advancement during the year. 

The board deeded to hive 2 sehool at Quinttown, and 
Miss Amsden was engaged. The sumimer term was a suc- 
cess. ‘The same teacher taucht the fall term, and though I 
do not consider the school a suczess, no blame can be at- 
tached to the teacher. 

The two winter schools, the one at Indian Pond taught 
by Miss Amsden, and the other at Halltown taught by Miss 
Herbert, were very successful for small schools. 

The two schools, grammar and primary, at Orfordville, 
taught during the vear by Miss Buzzell and Mrs. Pierce, the 
grammar school at Orford Street, taught in the summer by 
Miss Dodge, in the fall and winter by Miss Rilzy, and the 
summer and winter terms of the primary school at Orford 
Street, taught by Misses Lang and Clough, have been suc- 
cessful in every respect. The teachers have labored zeal- 
ously and conscientiously in the discharge of their duties 
and have had good results in their work. Good advance- 
ment was made th:ough the year. 

The Orford Street primary school would have accom- 

plished more had circumstances been more favorable. 
_ Mrs. Sargent taught the Davistown school. Her pupils 
did well in their studies. She worked earnestly for the 
good of her pupils and reaped a success. Her general ex- 
ercises in physiology from the chart were productive of 
great good. I wish that all the teachers who have charts 
would use them more. 

The school on Dame Hill needs more room. Miss Cur- 
rier taught the school the entire year. There were twenty- 
three scholars in the summer term. Miss Currier worked 
very hard, and did as well as any teacher couid. It was 
not her fault that the scholars were crowded. I should 
think there were comfortable seats for only ten or twelve 
scholars. 

I earnestly hope that we shall soon see a fine large school 
building at Orfordville, for there is great need of one. 

Parents and patroms may feel assured that our schools 
compare favorably with the schools of the surrounding 
towns. I wish that parents and others would interest 
themselves a little more in the schools, not in a critical but 
i: a healthful spirit. It is, in one sense, the parents that 
raise the standard of the schools. ‘There are too many ex- 
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cuses written, too many permissions to be ahsent for a half 
day. Would you expe:t any man to make a success in life 
who attended to his work only a part of the time? A pupil 

ought to be punctual at school all the time. I urge upon 
parents to encourage their children to be present every day. 

Permit me to call the attention of the citizens to the un- 
occupied school houses in the town which ‘ought to be dis- 
posed of in some way to the pecuniary advantage of the 
town before they fall to ae ‘CAY. 

The visiting committee wishes to thank the teachers and 
pupils for the kind reception she has always met with in the 
past year. The school boaid has endeavored to do their 
work faithfully, and beg you will look with charity upon 
their failures.
